The *! Duuiimuu oi Canada." 

We give elsewhero the only purticulura 
tbat havo como to hand of the Confederation 
Bill. As the article is tnkou from a paper 
hostile to the scheme, it is unTuir and carp- 
ing in tone. From Canadian exchanges we 
learn thut it is reported* that the Hon John 
A. McDonald will bo tnudu Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Ontario, or Upper Cnnudu. lion 
John Rose, M. P., for Montreal, is to be 
Lieutenant Governor n| Quebec, rr Lower 
Canada. They will both probably be 
knighted. Hose was leader of the annexa- 
tion movement in 1817. Tho Montreal 
G alette' t epecial says thut the Dame of the 
"Kingdom of Canuda" lor the new Con- 
federation bus been changed to the Dominion 
of Canada. 1 ' Tho fed nil Lfgitslaturo will 
be styled '* The Parliament of Canuda," The 
Upper House will be styled the Senate, I he 
Lower House tho House of Commons. The 
local Legislatures i.re to be known as the 
Provincial Legislatures of Ontario, Quebec, 
Nnva Scotia and New Lirutimvick, respective- 
ly. Ontario, lormerly Upper Canada, is to 
have but one chumoer, to be known tis the 
Legislative Assomb y of .Ontario. The other 
provinces each have a Legislative Council 
and a House of Assembly. The Speaker ol 
the Senate is to be appointed by the Crown, 
and is to have power to create six additional 
Senators, btyoud the stipulated seventy two, 
in the event ol necessity. The House oi 
Commots is to consist of 181 members, 82 
from Ontario, 55 from Quebec, 19 irom Novu 
Scotia und 15 from New Brunswick. The 
Queen's representative, presiding ov.r the 
hew kingdom, is to retain tho old litl-.i of 
Governor General, with a salary oi S50,uui). 
Ench province is to have n Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor appointed by the Governor General in 
Council. The seat ol Government is to be 
Ottawa, subject to royul prorogation. Toron- 
to, Quebec, Halifax and FrederickloD oto to 
be the teats of Local Legislatures. A rail- 
read from St. Lawrence to Halifax, N. S., is 
to be commenced six months after Ibe union, 
and completed within three years. Provision 
it made for the admission hereafter into the 
UDion of Newfoundland, Prince Edward's 
Island, Kuperi's Land, ihe Northwest Ter 
ritory and Britih Columbia, on such lorms 
as the Puiliumtnt of Canada ehull deem 
equitable, and as shall receive tbo assent 
given. 



LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 
PROCEEDINGS. 

[Specially Reported for the British Colonist.] 

Wednesday's Sitliug. 

Wednesday, March 27th. 

The Council met at 1 p. in. Present — 
Hons Smith, Barnard, Cox, Suutbgale, 
Helmcken, Brew, Crease, Kub*on, Birch 
(presiding) Hum ley, Sanders, Muclonald, 
FrariKlyn' UeCoduios, Wood, Trutch, Ball, 
Young, O'Reilly. 

The report of the select committee on 
the Medical Praclilioiu rs Bill was read. 
The hon Attorney General recommended 
that the original clauses in the bill be re- 
committed, which was agreed to. 

The Laud Bill was then luken in commit- 
tee of the whole. Hon Cux in ihechuir. 

Hon Helmcken — Why conliue tho preemp- 
tion to males? Why should women with 
children, lor instance, not be ullowed lo pro- 
vide lor ibein ! 

H n Iiobeon thought they hud better 
preempt husbands first. 

Hon Lleluiciieu wus always under Ihe 
imprtssiou that the preemption in such 
caees was quiie other way. (lauuhter) 

Hon Decosmor — Preemption should n t 
be confined to males; it women clinso to 
preempt they thoual be allowed to do «o. 

Hon Truieh objected o ihu amendment ; 
the cauiion observed by this means to define 
the rights acquired, was the grealesl boou 
to the settler us it protected him from jump- 
ers, and the mistakes ol succeeding prceinp* 
tors. 

Hon Smith — The whole bill was radically 
wiong— in fact a perfect ubsurdily ; it was 
only surrounding preemption iivilb an m- 
fiuny of red lupe. 

On ihe House dividing the amendment was 
lost. 

Hon Trutch proposed thut preemption 
should be open lo Britit-b eiit'jecta and aliens 
who had deolured their internum. 

Hon Souibguic contended that the lands 
should be thrown open to whoever would 
tuke them up without relerence lo juliouuhiy 
or culor. 

Hon Helmcken honed that the lands 
•would be thrown open lo aliens — German, 
French, Americans— uny one. A to any 
leur Irom lawlessness, they were all lamed 
When they came 10 this Colony; even the 
Fenians ; nav, even ihe very members ol 
that Asrenibly. 

Hon Hi Cosmos hoped tho good sense ol 
the lion members wouid not allow llie amend- 
ment ol the hon Chief Commissioner ol land.-, 
and woiks to he carried, ll would be mak- 
ing u d siinctii n between '.wo classes ol 
emigrants which was unadvinabla so long as 
the occupiers of lu d produced train and 
stock, it was immaterial wbonoe they 
euros ; they were always adding wealth to 
the country. 

Hon Barnard thought foreigners should 
i.ot be lell at Ibe mercy ol British subjects ; 
they ('he loreigners) hud been compelled lo 
gel British subjects to preempt for them. 

Hon Wood — Foreigners had all tho ad- 
vantages Ihey desired here ; they had more 
liberty nuoer ihe Colonial Government lhun 
ihey hud in ihe United Siules or even in 
Europe. 

On the vole being culled, the amendment 
of hon Trutch *us lost. 

Hon Young — There was no provision 
made for mairied people with families. He 
proposed an amendment by which 250 acres 
would be given to the husound, und uventy 
acres each lo ihe children. 

Hon DeCosmos thought sing'u men were 
tho best pioneers 

Hon Rubson— The hon junior member 
Stt! Vwvnria was sensitive on that point; he 
maintained r.hut rnanied men made ihu beet

European Mail Summary. 

[OATKS TO KEUIlU.VRy 14.] 

During u debate in the English House of 
hords, ou lUu subject of ihe uuvy estimates, 
ibe Duke of Somerset said he was glud that 
the United Stales iror.-clud Miantonomoh vis- 
ited England, us the known danger to the lives 
ol the men serving in her would perhaps deter 
tbo advocates ol such vessels in tbat country 
Irom recommending them for service. The 
Duke said tbat he bad been told by un officer 
attached to tbo Miauionomob thut her crew 
were liable to bt* suffocated id a few minutes 
at uny time by an uccideut iu the ventilating 
machinery, which ho described. 

Correspondence- from Berlin and Munich 
slalo the important fact that tho tide of Uir- 
man emigration to the United Stutes is likely 
lo become u complelo lorrmit us tbo spring 
season advances, under ihe influence of many 
new and exciting causes, resulting Irom tho 
late war in the conleueration. 

Tbo Loudon Tintet of the 7th of February- 
lias iho lollowiog in its city article :— The 
committee of bondholders ol the confederate 
couou loan havo presented to-day a memorial 
to Her Majesty's government, on bebull of 
their claims, accompanied by the, op cions ot 
Mr. Flemiuing, Queeu's Counsel, uud Mr. J. 11. 
Lloy d. Tbo luci ot this loan having n special 
hypothecation of cotton, which was forcibly 
taken by tbo North, they consider places their 
stock in a different position to an ordinary con- 
federate loan. 

Iu tho English Houso of Lords, on tho 7th 
February, Lord St Leonards luid upon the 
table u bill fer tho establishment ot courts of 
conciliation and arbitration. Uo explained 
that its object was lo provide for tho settle- 
ment of disputes between masters und work- 
men. Courts of conciliation already existed 
iu France, and had been found to work satis- 
lactorily. lie believed that the establishment 
of similar institutions iu England would lend 
greatly to put u stop to striues. Tho bill was 
read a lirsl time. 

In the llou.e of Lords on the Sib February, 
the proposed London reiorm demonstration ol 
the 1 1 tli of J.muury was debated. Earl Derby 
Strongly deprecated such demonstrations, bul 
admitted that the Government could not in- 
lerlero so long as there wus no breach ot the 
peace. 

With regard to the projected English Par- 
liamentary commission on the subject of 
trades' unions, a meeting of ihe Working 
Men's Association was held in London on the 
5lb, under the Presidency of Mr Potter. The 
opinion wus very generally expressed that any 
legislation upon the subject ol trxdes' unions 
by a Parliament in which hihor was entirely 
unrepresented wus noi likely to be satisfactory 
or beneficial to the members of trade societies. 

Queen Victoriu will hold, during the season 
at Buckingham palace, live conns for the re- 
ception and presentation of a certain number 
of ladies and genllemio, the limit being two 
hundred al sixty at each cuurt. The Prince of 
Walts will again bold levees, und the Princess 
of Wales "drawing rooms" on behalf of the 
Queen. 

Iu Iho Hou^e of Commons in London, on 
the 6th, Mr Kuvunagh, the new member for 
Wextord county, Ireland, having neither bands 
aor feel, was brought to the table in it wheeled 
chair to ne swum. The hon member, after 
taking the oath, signed the parliamentary roll 
by placing Iho pen between the ends ol bis 
arms. 11 u appeared lo write witli groat fluency. 
Alter signing his name, lie was in the usual 
lorm introduced to tho Speaker, to whom he 
bowed, and then, by placing his arms in brass 
sockets and turning some screws which opera- 
ted upon the wheels ot his chair, he passed 
out ot ihe House. Considerable curiosity was 
manifested, und several honorable members 
.vent to tho table to inspect Mr. Kavunngh'a 
signature, Alter iho House rose Sir D. Lo 
ilarcbant, Captain Cosset and Colonel For- 
ester were engaged in finding a suitable place 
in tho House for tho honorublo member during 
the debutes. 

The London Timet admits that tho vagueness 
ot iho ministerial resolutions of reform cannot 
ho too strongly condemned, and says that it is 
marvellous bow the Derby Cabinet could have 
so mistaken tho temper and timo to think 
Bucb proposals might bo adopted. It is sull 
true llial tho resolutions, as a whole point to a 
complete measure. Tbo Timet urges the House 
ol Commons toj take tho ; good, eliminate the 
bad, supply what is deficient, amend what is 
ca]iable ot correction, and resist all attomptS 
to enlist under the banner of this or that can- 
didate for office. 

Tho Manchester Examiner auys thero is no 
prospect of u settlement of tho wages dispute 
in the Staffordshire iron trade. Tho men ap- 
pear to be adopting tho policy which led to 
the last disastrous lockout, accepting tho re- 
duction in some districts, in order tbut they 
may light the masters in detail, und support 
the men who ure out iu tho districts where a 
strike is resolved upon. 

Gon. Mantsuffel bus ut his own request been 
relieved from tho command of the 9lh Prussian 
army corps on account of his health but for a 
period of one year ho will retain his post us 
aid-de-camp to tho King. 

A Peslh telegram of tho 25th of January 
tends to confirm tho statement that tho Hun- 
garian difficulties have been adjusted, 

The Indtptndane'i Hellcnique, January 17, 
slates that tbo insurrectionists of Epirua nnd 
Tbeiiaiv have procoeded to the formation of n 
provisional government. Tho seal of tho new 
government boars a buckler and the Uolleuic 
crown. All around tho inscription are these 



words : — "Provisional government of Epirus 
and Tbessaly." The government has addressed 
to the consuls ot the great Powers u declara- 
tion, dated Petrillo, iu which it complains of 
tho wrongs and exactions of the Ottoman 
government, 

Tbo news of tho banishment of the Duke and 
Duchess of Montspcnsir, as well ns that of Iho 
Iulanta D. Enrique do Bourbon, brother ol tho 
King of Spain, is confirmed. It was reported 
that a large political parly in Spain wished to 
place tho Duke on tho throne of Spain. 

The Viceroy of tho Emperor of China has 
returned, it is slated, to Nanking, having, ac- 
cording to Chinese accounts, lought thirteen 
battles with tho Nienlei, nnd captured ten 
thousand men nnd enormous quantities of 
loot. The Nienfei nro now 6aid to bo fairly 
exterminated from Shantung. 

The Overland China Mail givos tho following 
account of crime in Canton :— A proclamation 
has been issued for tho suppression of 
gambling hells and brothels. Tho Cbineso 
say tbat it rates tho officers soundly for their 
venality and connivance al crime, and is issued 
by order of tho Governor General, lu char' 
acter is such that they do not euro to nivo it 
uny publicity which they can avoid. We have 
only heard of two posted in public, and they 
are so mutilated ns to be unintelligible, 
Canton is beginning to fefl tho effects of tho 
new ordinance in Hong Kong. The rowdies 
nro abundant, and the bands of robbers have 
already commenced their depredations, Within 
the last two weeks there have been several 
successful raids by these banditti: in one a few 
nights since, they secured a liirtre amount of 
raw silk, nnd a reward of §300 has been 
offered fur their apprehension, 

A correspondent in Queenstowo, writing 
on the 9th of February, miys : In view cl 
thj withdrawal of ihe subsidy, ihe Canard 
company nro about to inaugurate nn addition 
al line of steamers to nnd from Now York 
weekly, calling ut Queensland home and out. 
The first of these steamers will, it is said, 
sail Irom Liveipool on tho first Thursday in 
March next, nnd from Queenstowo on tho 
following day, taking Urn ocean mail, enii- 
»ranis, nnd second cabin passengers. No 
change will bo made in their present sail- 
ing of regular and extra steamers from 
Liverpool and here, with this excoption, 
that their steamers sailing from Liverpool on 
Saturdays and fromQooenntown on Sundays 
will only tuke first class cabin passengers 
and ibe usual mails. It is said they intend 
uniting th. ir fastest on the Thursdays from 
Liverpool and following day Irom here. 

After a protracted trial ol ihe lour persons 
charged with the scuttling of the British 
ship Severn, wilh the object of defrauding 
the underwriters, und which hud attracted 
great attention in the mercantile world, the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty, and tho fol- 
lowing sontences wero passed. Berwick, 
the owner of tho ship, ami Holdswarth, the 
broker, twenty years penal servitude , WeDb, 
the mate of the ship, who boied ttic holes in 
her, ten yeure, and De n, the broker's clerk, 
five years. The prosecution said ibero were 
fifteen oilier charges against Berwick und 
Holdswortb for scuttling ships. 

M Bourree, tbo French Ambassador a' 
Constantinople, nnd M Prokesoh, lb 
Austrian representative, submitted to the 
Sultan excellent advice iu favor of the 
Christian populations of the empire. It is 
uflirmed at Peru that the .Sultan replied in 
these words : I hope that neither France nor 
the other Powers, lo which guarantees have 
been made, will doubt my serious intention 
of fulfilling Iho promises I have made on 
different occasions, It is my most ardent 
wish to realize the grand idea of my lather, 
iho Sultan Maboinmed, that. Mussulmans 
were to be looked on us such only in their 
mosques, Christians iu their chutches and 
Jews in their synagogues. 

Lieutenant Brand und Colonel Nelson, for- 
merly in the army ol Jamaica, have been 
arrested and partially examined on the 
charge of murder, in killing ihe man 
Gordon, who was idiot by order of a Couit- 
Maitial during the Jamaica Insurrection. 
They are prosecuted at iho instance ol Ihe 
Jamaica Committee, which lias taken upon 
it-elf Ihe lafk of bringing to punishment 
Governor Eyre and all ot ers in authority at 
Jamaica d'jring the disturbances. Lieu ten > 
uut Brand wus a member ol the conrt- 
marliul which convicted Cordon, and Colonel 
Nelson commanded the troops who shot him. 
The pro-ecution claim that the establish- 
ment of martial law in Jamaica war uu 
illegal net, und that nil nets done under it by 
subalterns, ut Iho command of Iheir superior 
officers, were iliegal. 

There had been rumors of n dissolution of 
ihe French Chamber of Deputies from somn 
imaginary tear ol the opposition of the 
muj iriiy to tho relorms proposed by the 
Emperor Napoleon, but Ihe rumors ure nut 
supposed lo bo well found. 

An imperial decree had boon issued deter- 
mining the relations of the Senate and Corps 
L^gislaiil towards the Emperor and the 
Council of Siu'e, and establishing the or- 
ganic conditions under which iheir labors 
will bo coducted. This decree, which is n 
modification of that of January 19, contains 
no important legislations not already 
known. 

All that was known of the result of the 
elections for the German Parliament ap- 
pears lo be favorable to the liberal cause. 
At Berlin nnd other great cities the candi- 
dates of that side have triumphed. Some 
curious incidents are related, M do Mun- 
chausen, the old Hanoverian Minister, the 
author ul the protest, has been chosen a> 
Hanover At Frankfort, as stated by tele- 
graph, Baron Charles de Rithacbild, who 
has made himself remuikablu by Inn opposi- 
tion to iho acts of iho Piu-isinti authorities, 
is ihe elected deputy for the old free city 
Lastly, at Elberfeld, a second election has 
become necessary between Count de Bis- 
marck end ML do Forckenback, President of 
the Chamber of Deputies, 

The semi official North Germnn Gazette. 
denies the statement, published by some 
j Hirnals, that B ivatiu desires to conclu le un 
alliance with Prussia on account of France 
having; made d mauds for oomponsation. 
The North German Gazette adds that 
France bus made uo snch demands. 

The Pontificial Minister of Finance ha< 
presented to the Council of State his budget 
lor 18(57 li shows 36 434.058f. of receipts 
and 73833 7541 ol expenditure, being a 
deficiency of 37,40'2,G%( The government 
counts upon the twenty millions which the 
Italian government has to pay in March for 
at rears of the public debt of 1859, and 
eighteen millions more from the same snuro • 
for the annual interest on Iho Pontificial debt 
allotted to Ihu former provincos of the 
Church. 

A curious circtirnstanc 1 was noticed nt the 
recent opening ol Iho Diet of the Grand 
Duchy ol Finland. After the Governor hud 
read the opening speech in the RusBion 
langunge, the Senator Peterson p;avo it in 
Swedish and Finnish. The Marshal of the 
country replied in tho name of the nobility, 
and the Archbishop iu that of the clergy, in 
French ; the Speaker of tho citizen claw in 
Swedish, und that of tho peasants iu Fin- 
nish. 

Tho intention of the Taskish government 
respecting the inhabitants ol (heto cannot 
but be. the Opinion Nationals conceives, iu 
niiisinn with tho declaration made iu Queon 
Victoria's speech on opening the Parlin« 
menf, that ''the combined efforts ol tie 
cabinets of London, Paris and St Petersburg 
buve tended id bring about bolter relations 
between the Porto an I its Christian tul- 
jects," Consequently a' certain amount ol 
independence mu-t, the wi iter thinks, be ac- 
corded tn that portion of the Turkish subject, 
and their position rendered supportable.

The revenue of ihe colooy for the past year 
amounted to £2,180,200. The expenditures

Eastwood, into pay clerk in the 
Government Railway Department, and Cap- 
tain in the volunteer force, wus suspended 
on Saiurdny last, iu consequenco ol somu 
deficiency in his accounts, which nn being 
more closely examined, showed that Irom 
June, 18G5, to the end of last year, Eastwood 
hud embezzled over .£10 001) of public 
tnoneyp.

A small parcel of very prime 
hurley was quitted at 4s 6.. bul inferior from 
the sume port may be had as low as 3s. 

VICTORIA . 

Pu'liarnent assembled on tho 22nd of 
January. Evident signs of a restless ses- 
sion and a cnange of Ministry is by no 
means improbable. The tevenue of the 
Colony for 18GG shows a considerable 
decline, chiefly in the customs and land 
deportments. 

The yield of gold during 18GG. r.s sho wn 
by Ihe export entries wan 1 480'ODO, or 
40,000 ounces less than the ptevioua year. 

SOUTH AU-TRAMA. 

Tbo northern territory has been aban- 
doned for the present. The seltlorB have 
returned borne via Sydney, well pleased lo 
eet nwav Irom the scene of so much mis- 
management and reckless expenditure. 

TASMANIA. 

Parliament was prorogued on the 21st. 
The Governor expressed regret that the finan- 
cial condition ol the colony bore no maiks of 
improvement .

Tho European miners at Crocodile creek 
recently hud a '-roll up." destroyed the dwel- 
lings of the Chinese, und dror-j them uwuy.

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New Zealand. 

Ths caterpillar, we see by tho Auckland pa- 
pers, is making great havoc wilh tlip grain 
crops about Otabubn, Mangarei and Wairca. 
Oats, wheat and barley have bad to bo cm 
green for hay, and some farmers are reported 
lo have lost hundreds of pounds. 

The discovery of a valuable quartz reef in 
the ranges behind Hokiuka is reported by the 
Wcsl Coast Timet.

impracticable to Guisb the work, aheot the 
importat ce and necessity of which so much 
has been written during the past three years. 

It is understood that Colonel Charles S. 
B ti kley, of tl.is city, has been informed by 
telegraph of the action of the Directors, nnd 
he will immediately turn over ull property 
belonging to tbe company no^ in San Fran- 
cisco to Mr G. H. Mumlord, who sailed foi 
that poil a lortnight since. This property 
consists of one sieamer and several sailir'R 
vessels, besides a large amount of wire, over 
•100 miles ol English cable, etc. 

There has been built over eight hundred 
miles of telegraph line north of New West- 
minster, which is in fine working order, but 
which is, under ibis action, uow about use- 
less, unless patronised by the KatZas, Cbi 
nook, nnd other tribes of fish-eating Indians, 
or it may b • run to the Uuribo', gold mines, 
to bo made of some considerable service to 
miners in that picturesque butumlG6t isolated 
portion ol tbe British possessions. 

The cable intended to span the Bhering 
Sea, above the Aleutian Islands, from 
Prince William Bay to the Gulf of Anadyr, 
and thus connect the projected land lines of 
tho two continents, bus had what is called 
■ bard lock' since it left England, the vessel 
on winch it was coiled having been almost 
wrecked, necessitating the transfer of the 
cable to another vessel. It is claimed, how- 
ever, thai it i* still in good order, and, as it 
was manufactured hy the same firm that 
made tbe Atlantic cable, there is not much 
question as to its value. 

At tbe close of last year's work in the 
northern latitudes a party of young men 
were induced to volunteer to remain at a 
very remote point, near Mount Sc H'ias, in 
oroer to bo ready to make necessary explo- 
rations us soon us spring should open this 
year. Ol course they will now be recalled, 
hut no word can reach them in their Arctic 
home, provided they have survived the rigcrs 
ol the late winter, until somewhere near the 
li.-st of June. Ample quantities ol provisions, 
arms, ammunition, a small library, and other 
essentials, were It-It with them to beguile 
the tedium el their winter's life. We believe 
they intended establishing a theatrical com- 
pany and a negro minstrel troiipo for their 
own amusement and us incentives to civiliza- 
tion among the Esquimaux. One of the 
performances said to bo under preparation 
was u n unproved representation of the ' Sea 
of Ice,' for which they must have enjoyed 
unusual facilities iu the way of material. 

It would not be surprising if the Russian 
Government shoul 1 conclude to complete 
the line, especially when the fact is taken 
iuto consideration thct many millions ol dols 
lara in slock have been subscribed by leading 
nobles of that Empire. Ot equal interest, 
pecuniarily, will Ibis action be found at the 
courts of Vienna and Berlin, where large 
amounts of stock are said to have been bought 
of Mt-ssrs Sibley und Collins during ibeir 
vi it to St Petersburg and the other eupitals 
mentioned. 

Not many of the original owners of the 
stock probably will euller Irom the suspension 
of the enterprise, as they undoubtedly sold 
out months ago, und wo hear ol nono of our 
Wall street operators being much damaged 
by tho smarii. Wo urei happy in being able 
to state that the efforts made to induce 
Chief Walrus, ol tho Esquimaux tribe ut 
Behring's Straits, to lake stock wero unsuc- 
cessful, be not being able to 1 see' anything 
in the Iradini? linn nther than tobacco or 
whiskey ; consequently there wjil bo no 
1 lume ducks' on 'Uhaoge at Esquimau vil. 
lue-e, which is gratilyiug. 

It is, however, a matter of regret that such 
ail enterprise, partaking hugely of a national 
pbtraC >r, should thus ing loriously ' flat out,' 
as thuv say on 'Change, and the Yankee na- 
tion is iuvilod to lay tho hlamo therelor to 
tho sucoeeslul working ol a British enterprise 
known as the Atlantic Cable.

European. 

New York, March 31— The City of Paris, 
with dates to tho 20th. has . arrived. In tho 
Houso ot Commons Mr Disraeli made an able 
and brilliant speech in favor of the proposed 
Government Reform scheme. In view of set- 
tling tho Reform question, tho Government 
proposed a household suffrage with two years 
residence and taxpaying conditions. It is 
said that of 7313,000 non-voting householders 
in England and Wales, tho proposition would 
enfranchise 237,000. It would increase the 
number of borough votes to 881,000. Glad- 
stone severoly criticised the scheme, and de- 
clined to receive Disraeli's figures. Ho said 
three-fourths of tho non-voters wero men in 
buckram. Hs denounced ths d-icnl voto as a 
gigantic fraud. In his opinion tne bill would 
never pass, ns the whole law and other sup- 
porters of Government opposed it. Liberal 
journals, including tho Times, say thoro is 
no cbanco for tho bill. 

I'Anis. March 31— Tho Czar of Russia has 
granted amnesty to tho Frenchmen exiled to 
Siberia, for connection with the Polish revolu- 
tion. 

Mexico- 

New Vouk, April 1 — Advices from tho Cily 
of Mexico to tho 15th of March say the Liberals 
wero almost under tho walls of the capital, 
and prevented supplies from entering. SluxU 
milian's army was at Guartero, completely en- 
vironed hy Liberals. Dlas besieged Puebla; tho 
people in Vora Cruz are disposed to insist on 
tho surrender of tho placo to tho Liberals. 
Over -100 persons were in piison in iho City ot 
Mexico, for expressing sympathy with tho 
Liberals.

We received last erening Irom Mr J. 
Gordon Brown, who is at present in England, 
a synopsis ol the changes made iu lt-e cen- 
ederation schema by the delegates from 
nnada, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
Mr Brown had not seen Lord Carnarvon's 
bill when bis despatch was made up, but we 
nave no doubt thai the measure will be fouLd 
to be in harmony with his in ormatioo. 

Tho name of the new eoiilederation is to 
bo Canada. Upper Canada is to be slyled 
the Province ol Ontario; Lower Canada is 
to be called Quebec, nd the other provinces 
uru to retain their present designations. We 
lancy this is as good a selection as could 
have been made. 

Toe general leatures of the scheme of the 
Quebec conference are maintained, but we 
deeply regret to learn that there have been 
several very important modifications made iu 
matters ot detail. 

And, first, a serious change lias been made 
in the annual grauts Irom the lederal chest 
tor the support ot the local government*. 
Undor tho Quebeo scheme it was provided 
that each province embraced in ttie union 
should receive from tbe lederal treasury an 
annual grunt equal to eighty eeuls per bead 
ot its population, as established by the cen- 
sus of 1801— such uiil to be in lull settlement 
i; all future demands upon the federal gov- 
ernment lor lucal purposes. The annual 
turden thus imposed on the lederal chest was 
as tollows :

These annual grants wore n(n t jnorease 
in future years witb the increase ot popula- 
tion, but to remain permanently at these 
figures. But this principle, it nuw appears, 
has been overthrown by the delegate* no lar 
as regards New Brunswick. That province 
is to receive an increased subsidy from time 
to lime an her population increases until i-lic 
has 400 001) people, anil lur grant will 
amount to $320000. Then tho increase is 
to slop, and her grant, liko that ol the o hoi 
provinces, is lo remain stationary — but at 
$320 000. 

It will be recollected that under the Que- 
bec scheme New Brunswick bad a special 
advantage over the other provinces. Tho 
sixty-filth resolution declared that " tbe posi- 
tion ol New Brunswick being such us to 
entail large immediate charges upon her 
local revenues, it Ls agreed that lor the period 
of ten yearn, Irom tbe time when the union 
lakes etl'cct, aa additional allowance ol 
£63,000 per annum shall bo made lo that 
province." Our despaleii does not say that 
this special grant is lo remain a part of the 
scheme in addition to the new boon conferred 
on New Brunswick, but we infer that it is, 
and, if so, very j^reut injustice has been d juo 
to tho other provinces, 

But this is no". Hie worst. It appears that 
tho delegates have agreed to increuse tho 
giants to all the loeul governments; and 
that, not on the just principle of po ulatiou 
adopted at Quebec, but iu u manner totally 
irrational and most unjust to Upper Canada. 
In addition lo the 80 cents pel head, distrib- 
uted as already shown, the delegates huve 
ugieeil that the fallowing annual grants shall 
Ue | aid permanently Irom tho lederal chest : 

To Upper Canada S80 000 

To Lower Canada 70,000 

To Nova Scotia fit) 000 

To New Brunswick 60,000
